LITTLE  SILVER  v NEW  JERSEY 


It  is  the  same  delicate  flesh-pink  as  the  original  Dr.  W.  Van  Fleet,  but  with  slightly  smaller 
and  much  more  double  flowers,  having  20  to  30  additional  petals.  They  have  a mild,  pleasing 
fragrance,  and  are  very  freely  borne  in  clusters,  on  stems  averaging  about  15  inches  long  and 
keep  well  when  cut. 

The  plant  seems  hardy  as  an  oak  and  vigorous  in  its  bushy  growth  of  3 to  4 feet  each  year. 
It  is  somewhat  pendulous  or  drooping  in  its  habit  and  easy  to  keep  within  bounds.  The 
foliage  is  glossy  rich  green,  much  like  its  famous  parents,  and  has  thus  far  been  entirely 
resistant  to  disease. 

I worked  for  many  years  with  Dr.  Van  Fleet  when  he  was  at  Little  Silver,  and  am  happy 
to  extend  the  usefulness  of  one  of  his  best  varieties  in  this  hardy  garden  Rose. 


AS  I KNOW  IT 

Junior  Van  Fleet  bloomed  as  a one-year  seed- 
ling when  the  plant  was  not  over  1 foot  high. 
Each  succeeding  year  it  has  produced  its  beauti- 
ful flowers  in  ever-increasing  abundance.  The 
picture  gives  some  idea  of  the  plant  as  it  appeared 
when  in  bloom  in  its  fourth  year.  It  opens  its 
first  flowers  a little  ahead  of,  and  blooms  a little 
later  than  the  climbing  Dr.  W.  Van  Fleet,  the 
flowers  being  more  double  with  somewhat  better 
lasting  qualities  when  cut.  I regard  Junior  Van 
Fleet  as  a most  valuable  addition  to  our  hardy 
garden  Roses,  and  predict  that  it  will  become  very 
popular  with  all  lovers  of  the  original  Van  Fleet. 
Its  value  for  garden  and  landscape  planting  can- 
not be  overestimated.
